Ihurchill, Secretary for the colo- 
nies, reads: 


"The King has been pleased, 


at the moment when the pro- 
visional Irish government ,5s 
due to take office, to grant gen- 
eral amnesty with respect to 
all.offenses committed in Ire- 
land from political 
motives 


prior to the operation of the 
truce, July 11. 
"The release of the prison- 


ers to which Amnesty applies, 
will begin forthwith. 


"It is the King's 
confident 


hope that this act of .oblivion 
will aid in powerfully estab- 
lishing relations of friendship 
and good will between the. peo- 
ples of Great Britain and Ire- 
land." 


Figures given out in Dublin last 


night in 
anticipation of. the am- 


nesty proclamation, showed that 
1,010 persons, who probably would 
come under the classification of po- 
litical prisoners, were still in con- 
finement. This number includes 20 
persons charged with murder, 121 
with attempted murder, 478 with 
possessing 
arms and 
226 with 


:rimes of violence, the others being 
held on minor charges. A few Sinn 
Fein prisoners are under sentence 
of death, these, according to recent 
Belfast advices, include the 16 men 
in jail there whose execution has 
been set for the latter part of Jan- 
uary.

Muscle 
Shoals 
region.

would be made up of a number of 
large towns or smalt cities. 


Mr. Ford's proposa^ to the gov- 


ernment includes 
leasing of the 


property for 100 years. But before 
the expiration of half that time he 
proposes 
to 'turn the completed 


project over to the 
'eople of the 


district or to he govei..ment in such 
a v,-ny that ho one in the future will 
be able to make a personal profit 
from the undertaking. 


The Muscle Shoals project is on- 


ly the start of a greater program, 
it became known. This includes the

by J. Q. Emery, state dairy 
and 


food commissioner in a. speech be- 
fore the Wisconsin Cheese Makers' 
association at Milwaukee today. Mr. 
Emery urged the maintenance of 
standards in the cheese making- in- 
dustry that will keep Wisconsin's 
cheese in the front ranks. 
* On the elimination of the sour 
cheese market, Mr. Emery said: 


"Prohibition has done away with 


the market for sour cheese. 
Sour 


cheese has caused heavy losses dur- 
ing the past season. This seems in- 
excusable. Such losses are not nec- 
essary and cannot be a.lorded. The 
ch ^»-- maker who knows how to 
m-ii' 
fancy or No. 1 checBe and yet 


produces sonr cheese deserves 
to 


be eliminated from the business." 


The unsanitary condition of many 


cheese factories was 
discussed by 


Mr. Emery as follows: 


"Not only is it discreditable, but 


it is disgraceful as well as unlawful 
to keep a cheese factory in a condi- 
tion that offensive odor» 
emanate 


therefrom. Think of an article -of 
food being manufactured under such 
foul conditions, then recall that dur- 
ing1 the summer season, the season 
of cheese making, there are nunjer- 
ous tourists, from all parts of the 
United States, who on passing 
cheese factories are shocked by the 
offensive odors .that emanate from 
some of them. Such a .condition of 
affairs does not tend to promote but 
to injure g-eatly the reputation of 
Wisconsin tieese. 


"And 
how can a cheose maker or 


the cheese factory management ex- 


pcct hi» patrons to keep their barns 
clean and furnish 
clean, sanitary 


milk, when on their approach to 
the factory 
those patrons meet 


offensive odors, 
the 
evidence of 


filth?

mands successful, every day solu- 
tion. Its solution calls for energy, 
ambition, preserverence a,nd self- 
. respect. 


"Another present day problem 


eliminating the nuisance of flius 
from all cheese factories. That this 
problem can be successfully sohed 
is proven by the fact that in many 
cheese factories the nuisance is 
eliminated. The fir°t requisite for 
the successful solution of this prob- 
lem is the reco'gnition of the neces- 
sity for such elimination and the 
second requisite is the vigorous de- 
termination to effect the elimination 
of that nuisance.

year as indicated by the falling off 
in numbet of permits issued by the 
industrial commission. A total ol 
17,409 children were grantea''per- 
mission to enter industry 
during 


tho rear, representing a reduction 
of 8,000 over 1920, the commission 
reports show. 
Slightly c-ver half 


of tho pan-nits were issued in Mil- 
waukee, 


Gat of this total number the per- 


mits for children working during 
vacation periods exceeded fa'* the 
first time the number authorized 
for regular work. A 
decrease of 


nearly 50 per cent was shown in 
this latter class.. 


The reduction in child labor per- 


mits is due to the industrial de- 
pression, and to the fact that the 
last legislature raised the educa- 
tional requirements 
for 
regular 


permits to completion of the eighth 
yrade, -or on failure to 
complete 


grade school to nine years attend- 
ance. 


Effect ..of this higher requirement 


is said to be indicated by the fact 
that of the 368 refusals of per- 
mits during the last year in Mil- 
waukee, 324 were based upon fail- 
ure to meet the new standards. 


The commission reports tfcat but 


j few permits were refused for health 


reasons, although none were issued' 
until after physican examination'! 
Out of a total of 303,&41 children 
nppn whom health returns were re- 
ceived, only 11 were refused per- 
mits. 


Fifty-four per cent oi' these chil- 


dren had son;e defects which were 
disclosed' through the examinations.

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We Cannot Continue to Stand Still 


Madison Must Have a Constructive Street Car Company Policy; Present Do Nothing Program 


Is Not In The Interests of The City; a Frank Discussion Of The City's Needs In a Bigger 


Madison 


T 


HE CAPITAL TIMES, in this edi- 
torial today, wants to discuss the 


Madison street car situation with its 
readers. 


We want to discuss the question from 


one standpoint only—from the stand- 
point of the welfare of the city of 
soii and its people. 


* * * 


Since the election two years ago when 


the proposal for municipal ownership of 
Madison's street railway system *'as re- 
jected, this city has been without a con- 
structive traction policy. We have been 
content to gt> along indifferently with a 
street car company that has been on 
financial crutches knowing full well that 
such a policy of inaction will be reflected 
in the future welfare of the city. 


This policy of negation we believe to 


be wrong. 


* * * 


The Capital Times believes that those 


who have the best interests of Madison at 
heart cannot but view the present trac- 
tion muddle with concern. The street car 
company, as at present financed, is un- 
able to keep pace with the growing needs 
of the city. Madison cannot afford to 
have its future growth dependent upon 
a public utility that is limping along 
without credit and without resources. 
The present condition on Johnson street 
and on University avenue is a reproach 
to both the city and the street railway 
•company. We need extensions. We need 
double trackage that will give better serv- 
".ce to the outlying portions of the city. 


* * * 


We desire, herewith, to briefly sum- 


marize some figures that have appeared 
in these columns before to show how 
hopeless it is to expect that the street-car 
company tender present arrangement will 
meet Madison's needs. 


It is understood that the railroad com- 


mission, in an appraisal now in progress, 


. will fix the physical valuation of the local 


utility at approximately $1,000,000. The 
commission's policy is to allow utilities 
in the state a return of eight per cent on 
physical valuation. That means that the 
railroad commission will permit the street 
car company to charge rates that will 
bring a return of $80,000 available for 
interest and profit. 


The bonded indebtedness of the street 


car company is nearly $1,200,000. The 
. annual interest bill of the company is 
§69,000. Taking the $69,000 from $80,000 
will leave about $11,000 a year which the 
street car company will have to carry on 
a program commensurate with Madison's 
needs and growth. 


Our readers will agree that 311,000 a 


year is a small amount for the street car 
c'ompany to keep step with such a forward 
marching community as this is. 


* * * 


The present unfortunate situation of 


the street car company is a familiar story 
to the people of Madison. We know how 
the company has been milked dry through 
manipulation in the past. We know how 
the company has been plastered with 
bonds while the company was being used 
more as a financial football than as a pub- 
lic service. We know that as a result of 
this financial kiting the bonded indebted- 
ness of the company is in excess of its 
actual value of the property. In other 
words, the company is now practically 
bankrupt. 


For our present needs, there is little 


satisfaction now in knowing who got 
away with this swag. We know that it is 
gone and that there is no chance to get 
any of it back. Madison was evidently

Municipal Ownership — The Capital 


Times has, from its birth, been commit- 
ted to the principle of municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities. 
The Capital 


Times believes that there can be no de 
fense of the principle of exploiting the 
collective needs of the people for private 
profit- We have always believed that any 
activity vested with a public interest 
should not be surrendered to private in- 
terests for private profit. 


We believe thai the day will come when 


the private ownership of public utilities 
will no longer be tolerated by public opin- 
iun. The Capital Times will continue to 
fight to hasten that day. 


The people of Madison, however, do not 


seem to be ready to accept the principle 
of municipal ownership. They rejected 
it two years ago. With taxes as high as 
they are today we do not believe that this 
i-s the psychological time to launch an- 
other movement for municipal ownership. 


That plan, then, for immediate relief, 


if out of the question. 


A Receivership and Reorganization— 


The plan of forcing the local company into 
a receivership would bring a long and in- 
volved fight in the courts. 
There are 


many who feel that there is a remedy in 
such a course and that the water can be 
forced out of the company by such a 
method. Such a process, however, would 
be a tedious one and one without much 
merit as far as the immediate needs of 
the city are concerned. 


We come then to a discussion of the 


plan brought forward by City Attorney 
Ryan and Mr. Gifford. 


Unde- the Gifford-Ryan plan the street 


railway company will agree (aiid the city 
will be fully projected in the consumma- 
tion of such an agreement) to double 
track and pave the railway zone on 
Johnsor. street and University avenue. 
After that work is completed, the com- 
pany w"l, in the future, be relieved of the 
responsibility .of paving between its 
tracks. This cost will then be assumed 
by the city. 


In return for these improvements the 


street car company will be permitted to 
charge the following schedule of fares: 


30 ticket family book, $1.50; 7 tickets 


for 50 cents; cash fare, 10 cents; half 
fare, 3 cents. 


The action of the common council on 


such a plan, insofar as the rates are con- 
cerned will be purely advisory. 'The rates 
must following action by the council be 
authorized by the state railroad commis- 
sion. 


An important question raised by this 


proposal is that the old policy of assess- 
ing the costs of paving between the tracks 
again,.! the street car company will be 
discontinued and the city will assume 
such obligations. 


The Capital Times has come to ttie be- 


lief that the policy of charging the street 
car company for paving between 
the 


tracks has become obsolete. It is a relic 
of the old horse car days when the horses 
hoofs used to work havoc on the pave- 
ment. That, of course, is no longer true. 


In the long run, the people who use the 


street cars are compelled to pay for the 
paving between the tracks. The railroad 
commission gives the car company a 
rate that will enable them to pay for this 
paving between the tracks and a net re- 
turn on physical valuation. Why should 


sleeping when this financial skulduggery! the man who uses the street ca3» pay for 
was being consummated and we suppose 
that Madison will now have to pay for it. 


There is little use, therefore, of crying 


over spilled milk. There is important 
need, however, of some program that will 
not inake the ways of the past the policy 
of the future. 
* * * 


As we see it, there are three avenues 


open to the people of Madison in the so- 
lution of its traction problem. They are: 


1. Municipal ownership of the street 


car system. 


2. Forcing the company into a receiver- 


ship with a reorganization of the affairs 
ft the company to follow. 


these costs while the man who rides in 
an automobile be relieved of liability? A 
street car company is needed in any en- 
terprising community. The people who 
ride in automobiles ought to make some 
contribution to the maintenance of such 
a utility and the principle of loading the 
cost of this paving on the general tax 
roll instead of on the car riders is a sound 


one. 
. 
. 
• 


The cost of the paving, then, should be 


a general community liability rather than 
one paid by those who are compelled to 
use cars. 


* * * 


As to the question of fare: 


The outstanding feature of the sched- 


ule proposed is that it will again give 
Madison a five cent fare. The biggest 
argument against the plan is that an in- 
vestment of $1.50 is required in order to 
obtain the five cent fare and that the 
laboring people cannot afford to have that 
much money tied up in street car tickets. 


The laboring man today gets 9 tickets 


for 50 cents. That gives him a ride for 
5.6 cents. He therefore has to put in an 
additional dollar in order to get a five 
cent ride. Our guess on this question 
would be that the man who cannot afford 
to put in the additional dollar at present 
feels that he cannot use the cars at all 
and walks to work. It is a question which 
can only be determined by trying it. 


The 10 cent fare also has caused ob- 


jection. It is contended that people com- 
ing to Madison to trade will resent such 
a fare. It is a question, however, as to 
whether the transient pays much atten- 
tion to street car fares while in the city. 


* * * 


The objections enumerated above have 


caused the main opposition to the pro- 
posal. 


But the fact remains, however, that if 


we are to get out of the do nothing policy 
in which this community now finds itsalf 
on traction we must evolve some policy 
that will give some advantages to the 
company and some advantages to the 
community. 


The Capital Times believes that the 


advantages offered in the Ryan-Gifford 
plan outweigh the objections raised. 
Madison's street car system MUST be 
improved. The paving and double track- 
ing on Johnson street and University 
avenue will bring a big improvement to 
the city. It will speed up service where 
service is badly needed,—in the west end 
and out along Johnson street. 


The Capital Times has decided to sup- 


port the Ryan-Gifford plan because we be- 
lieve that we must DO SOMETHING on 
the street car question. It seems that 
it is the Ryan-Gifford plan or NOTHING. 
And The Capital Times, looking at it 
purely from the best interests of the city, 
is against a continuance of this DO 
NOTHING policy- 


The Capital Times is willing to support 


the Ryan-Gifford plan for another rea- 
son: 


The city will be amply protested if the 


plan proposed brings a return in profits 
to the street car company that is unrea- 
sonable and unjust. 


For several years William Pyan, city 


attorney, has ably represented the inter- 
ests of the people of Madison in all ques- 
tions involving the street car company. 
Mr. Ryan knows the local street car ques- 
tion. The city council, as a measure of 
protection, can instruct Cfity Attorney 
Ryan to watch carefully the working of 
the new plan and there will be little op- 
portunity for the street car company to 
continue to get an unreasonable return 
for any length of time. 


The community has further protection 


in the railroad commission. The people 
have no better friend in a place of in- 
fluence than Commissioner Louis E. 
Gettle. The Capital Times has also come 
to believe that Commissioner Henry 
Trumbower oh the railroad commission is 
desirous of serving the public interest. 
If, after the improvements on Johnson 
street and University avenue are com- 
pleted, the Ryan-Gifford schedule is yield- 
ing the street car company an unreason- 
able return, the people of Madison can, 
through Mr. Ryan, go to Mr. Gettle and 
Mr. Trumbower and get a revision of the 
schedule. There is nothing in the Ryan- 
Gifford plan that will tie the people of 
Madison to an unreasonable return for 
any length of tune. 


This, then, is the'position of The Cap- 


ital Times: 


Municipal ownership, at present, is out 


of the question. A receivership and re- 
organization of the company seems equal- 
ly remote. The Ryan-Gifford plan seems 
to be the only constructive program that 
has been offered. The Capital Times is 
willing ^ to try the Ryan-Gifford plan in 
order to get the improvements on John- 
son street and University avenue. That 
will be a big community improvement. 


The Capital Times believes that the 


common council should pass the Ryan- 
Gifford plan.
